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The President's 
Search for Peace-- 
| Hoover's Road to War 


Two widely divergent avenues have been pointed out 
to the American people for the development of American 
foreign policy. 

One, presented by President Roosevelt, supported by 
the democratic forces of this country, is a search for a 
genuine policy of peace and the preservation of democracy. 

The other, offered by ex-President Herbert Hoover, 
repudiated by the American people, one of the leaders of 
the most reactionary clique of big trusts, is a policy of 
assisting the fascist warmakers. 

Hoover’s remarks were heiled by the fascist dictators 
who are now waging an imperialist war in Spain; China 
and Ethiopia. These same fas¢ist warmakers hatefully 
attacked the President’s speech, a speech which was wel- 
comed by and gave courage to the forces of peace through- 
out the world. 

The dividing-line of forces on the issues of for- 
eign policy is the same division that faces the Amer- 
ican people on the questions of domestic policies. 
The reactionaries fighting and democracy 
at home are the ones Hoover proposing an 
understanding with the faScist war-instigators. 

And on a world scale, the immediate outcome of the 
Munich treachery has been a spreading of the imperialist 
war going on in Spain, China, and Ethiopia, and against 
the interests of Great Britain, France And the U. 8. Fas- 
cism has been given impetus in its extending warfare for 
domination of the world.

What did President Roosevelt propose? 

“Our business now is,” said Gite President, “to utilize the 
desire for peace to build principles which are the only basis for 
Permanent peace.” 

But the cherished desire of the American people for 
peace cannot blind them to the plotting of fascism to rav- 
age the security of the Americas. 

The President declared: 

“We in the United States do not seek to impose on Any 


After Munich, in the light of the ever-mounting dan- 
ger of the extension of existing imperialist war (in China, 
Spain and Ethiopia), President Roosevelt in an emphatic 
refrain declared: 


L American interests. He extended 
ration of the enemies of the American 
itry to the perpetrators of Munich. 

Behind are the labor-hating big trust 
magnates. Behind Hoover are all the enemies of 
the progressive measures of the New Deal. Behind 
Hoover are those ready to betray the security and 
interests of this country in order to facilitate the 
world combination of Hitler, Mussolini, Chamberlain 
and Daladier, and to add to them the Chamberlains 
and Daladiers of this country. 

Hitler in his Saarbrucken speech openly de- 
clared that for his war aims he is out to destroy 
democracy everywhere. His allies in the U. S. like 
Hoover and his crowd in agreeing with the policy of 


lers, for whom he speaks, are anxious to check the popular 
upsurge and to crush it. They recall that Daladier began 
an intensive drive on the 40-hour week law in France and 
other progressive legislation as a preliminary to Munich, 
and when he returned from this betrayal he proceeded to 
a more ferocious assault on the living standards of the 
French people. 1 

Chamberlain began an offensive against democracy 
and living standards in England soon after his return 
from the Munich treachery. 

When fascism has been running rampant for more 
than four years in South America and is now enlarging 
the scope of its scheming, Hoover says “there is little 
likelihood of (fascist) territorial encroachment on the 
Western Hemisphere.” | 

Alarmed by the rapid spread of destruction and havoc 
by Japan in China, and the rising attacks on American 
interests, the people may well ask: 

Is there peace in the world today? 

Herbert Hoover, to blindfold the people and to conceal 
the infamy of Munich, says: 

“I may say at once, the settlements (the rape of Aus- 
tria and the mangling of Czechoslovakia) . . have dis- 
tinctly pushed it (war) farther away.”

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Crack in Hague's Dictatorship 


® The decision against Mayor Hague is an 
important step forward in the struggle of 


the people of Jersey City to bring the Bill 


of Rights back to their town. 

The granting of the injunction sought by 
the CIO, is plainly the fruit, in the first place, 
of the efforts of Jersey citizens themselves, 
and secondly, of the nation-wide resentment 
to the establishment of a form of fascism 
under dictator Hague. 

Federal Judge William Clark has ordered 
the little Hitler of Jersey City to stop de- 
porting labor organizers and speakers; to 
stop interfering with the CIO’s rights to 
carry placards; to stop interfering with the 
distribution of leaflets and other literature 
by the CIO. 

But despite these gains, the fight for lib- 
erty on the West shore of the Hudson has 
only begun. 

“T Am the Law” Hague insists, in effect, 
that “I am still the law.” 

“Our position is exactly the same as it 
was at the inception of the suit,” he says. 
“There shall be no let-up.“ 

It is true that Hague is trying to cover 
up the set-back given to his plan of making 
Jersey City a paradise for sweat-shop own- 
ers. But he has been quick to perceive the 
many loopholes and danger points in Judge 
Clark’s decision, and he intends to make the 
most of them. 

One of tho mos: c2rious of these i: Clark’s 
indefensible restriction upon public meetings. 
Another is his ruling whereby Hague can 
censor the speeches of persons who have 
previously spoken at meetings at which there 
was disorder. Hague, a past master at manu- 
facturing disorder, must get a secret laugh 
out of this ruling which in itself is a flagrant 
violation of the Bill of Rights. 

From the very beginning of the struggle 
in Jersey City, the fundamental issue has 
been a simple one: 

The right of the people of Jersey City to 
wipe out the sweat-shops. 

This fight must now be carried to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. The united efforts which 
resulted in dictator Hague being handed this 
latest set-back, will wipe out the danger spots 
in Judge Clark’s decision and continue the 
struggle until the Constitution of the United 
States wins the right to live in Jersey City. 
Jersey people shall yet be free! .

Hoover-Girdler Brutality 


Threatens Medical Practice 


» Dr. Morris Fishbein, of the American 
Medical Association, has seized upon the in- 
fantile paralysis program in the Govern- 
ment’s proposed health program as a point 
of attack. 

“Dr. Fishbein charged here that any 
funds provided now for prevention of in- 
fantile paralysis, gonorrhea, or other crip- 
pling diseases would be wasted because of 
lack of knowledge about them,” the United 
Press reported yesterday. “Any program 
which contemplates prevention of infantile 
paralysis is a bogus campaign until we know 
more about it,” he is quoted as saying. 

It is difficult to credit the callousness, 
and anti-social cynicism of such an attitude 
in a high placed official of a leading medical 
organization. As if there can be any other 
way to combat the dreadful ravages of these 
diseases other than through a nation-wide, 
coordinated campaign involving the Govern- 
ment agencies everywhere! 

Dr. Fishbein speaks increasingly for the 
Hoover-Girdler view of things, and he is at- 
tempting to import this Tory point of view 
into the medical profession, 

But, the significant action of the Amer, 
ican Public Health Association yesterday in 
giving hearty approval to the President’s pro- 
gram of public health and health insurance 
indicates that. a turn is taking place in the 
progress of medical care in this country. That 
the Fishbein-Hoover conceptions, with their 
brutal indifference to the crying needs of the 
population, do not represent American med- 
ical opinion is evidenced on every hand. Such 
actions as we have just mentioned, the Com- 
mittee of 430, and the nation-wide demands 
for adequate protection of our people’s health, 
are signs of the times. 

There is a crying need for action to safe- 
guard America’s health. 

The facts are appalling: 

17,000,000 Americans have no access to 
any general, county hospital. 

Almost one-third of America’s fifty mil- 
lion families never can afford to see a doctor 
even in case of serious illness. 

It is against such appalling conditions 
that Dr. Parran, Surgeon-General of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, and thousands of so- 
cial-minded physicians are taking action. In 
doing so, they are marching in step with the 
progressive spirit which is abroad through- 
out the land. 


Hitting the Foes 
Of the Wages-Hours Law 


„ The first large-scale sabotage of the 
wages-hours law has been partly defeated 
through the prompt action of the American 
Communications Association, CIO. 

The telegraph companies, Western Union 
and Postal, had announced that with the re- 
duction of the work-week from 48 to the pre- 
scribed 44, there would be a corresponding 
cut in wages. 

Now, under pressure of the union, Postal 
Telegraph has been compelled to grant terms 
which practically amount to a rescinding of 
the cut. 

Meanwhile, the struggle of the American 
Communications Association with Postal, 
with which the union has a contract, has had 
its repercussions at Western Union. This 
Morgan - controlled monopoly has also made 
concessions — although not as great as the 
ones that Postal was compelled to grant. In- 
cidentally, Western Union wrote the new 
terms into a “contract” with the same com- 
pany union which the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board ordered dissolved only a few 
weeks ago. 

While the question of the messenger boys 
still hinges on a decision of the wages-hours 
authority, here too the plans of Postal Tele- 
graph have been partly upset. The company 
has been forced to agree that union members 
in good standing would be the last to be dis- 
charged and then in strict accordance with 
seniority rules. ‘ 

An important factor in the set-back ad 
ministered to Postal Telegraph, was the unity 
effected in many places between the A.C.A. 
and the rank and file of the Commercial Tele- 
graphers Union of the A. F. of L.—despite 
the leaders of the latter organization.

Some Lusty 8 
Cheers for Tn. 
‘Grand Illusion’

DON'T think I will ever be a good critic, because I get 

enthusiastic and spill over too freely. But I would 
like now to throw up my hat and cheer for a moving pic- 
ture. This has been done by everyone, except Nazis who 
have seen it, so I hope I am critically safe. 

The entire New York press, from right to left, has 
been unanimous in its praise—even the eyebrow-lifters, 
the propaganda-sniffers, the box-office accompanists, the 
merchants and esthetes—everyone, from precious Otis 


Ferguson of the New Republic to hornly-handed Dave 
Platt of the Daily Worker. 


Ves it is now safe to gay, I guess, that the picture “Grand Ilusion” 
seems to me about the best story ever put upon a strip of cinema cellu- 
loid. I felt the same way about “Chapayev,” “The Road to Life,” and 
a half dozen other Soviet films, but we have come to expect movie clas- 


sics from the Soviet Union. 

This picture, however, comes from France; not France of the Hitler- 
ites and Cagoulards, but France of the Popular Front and the people, 
immortal France of Rabelais and Diderot, my yey Zola and 
Barbusse. 


“Grand Illusion” is a sermon in internationatieeh preached at a time 


when the world is filled with the rage and howling of murderous na- 
tiorialist beasts in colored shirts. This, and the fact that it is a French- 
man, an officer in the last war against Germany, who preaches the 
fraternity of the French and German peoples, is what gives the picture 
its historic pathos. 

It is the story of two French officers, one a working-class man, a 
former machinist, and the other a Jew. They escape from a German 
prison camp during the last war. A simple theme but the director, Jean 
Renoir, has filled it with all the overtones of the struggle for a better 
social system. 

The picture is supremely human. I do not mean this in any senti- 
mental sense, but in the strictest meaning of the word. It is pro-human; 
it believes that German and Frenchman have the same fundamental 
needs and are decent at bottom because humanity is decent. 

Such a picture could never be produced in a fascist land, because 
fascism is anti-human and does not believe in the infinite possibilities 
of human nature. 

Indeed, “Grand Tlusioni,” a war picture that contains no German 
villains but only decent German soldiers doing what was their duty, 
has been barred in Nazi Germany. Because propaganda for human 
decéney is the worst crime against the Nazi code. 

Director Jean Renoir said in a recent statement: “Among right- 
thinking men the day must come when there will be a common ground 
of understanding. Cynics will say that my words, at this moment, re- 
veal a certain amount of child-like trust, But why not? However evil 
Hitler may be, he in no way modifies my opinion of the Germans. From 
my earliest childhood I have loved and esteemed this people. To illus- 
trate: if from my boyhood I were the inseparable companion of a friend, 
and one day he contracted syphilis, this would not seem to me sufficient 
reason fot withdrawing my affection. With all my heart, I would try 
to find means of restoring him to health as quickly as possible.“ 

These words were written before Munich, but they still apply. Just 
as France suffered most from Napoleon, so the German people today 
are the chief victims of Hitler. 

Jean Renoir has captured all the stylistic tact and beauty of the 
great French literary tradition, and converted it into cinema. It 1s 
interesting to note that only since the rise of the Popular Front has 
France re-found itself in the arts. But there are no Jean Renoirs work- 
ing in Germany or Italy today; there they are in the concentration 
cam 

ise this picture. It will give you hope for humanity, and patience 
and inspiration in the fight against the Nazi syphilis.
